We have been favoured by the communica. 
tion ofthe following letter, which contains so 
curious an account of the successful commence. 
ment of the Persian Campaign against the 
Russians, under the discipline of Enghsh Of. 
Beers, that we hasten to couvey it to the no. 
tice of var Readers. 

‘6 Tabreez, 12th March, 1812. 

« We returneda few daysago from our 
wiuter Campaiga and as it was the first debut 
of the Ünglish Nizam yon may be anxious to 
kaow tie result of it. Weleft this on the 27th 
January and marched almost witboutstopping 
to the banks cf the Arras which was very 
rapid ; we forded it, however, with some Loss 
and marched into Carabagh. 'Ehe weather 
was extremely cold, we were obliged to piich 
aur tevis among the Snow, and many oi the 
Proops wers without coveriug, 'Fhe Porsiens 
kowever bore it cruch better chan any Eurone. 
ans we had with us; aad altho’ the Thermo- 
meter was below the Zero we did not lose à 
man. 

& he parpoze of our going into Carabagh 
was to bring over the Ëils, * or wanderiag 
Tribes, whose head Jafer Cooli Aga had Bed 
frem the Russians and come over to the Prince. 
Yhey were encamped near tze banks of tire 
Kur and watched by 840 Rustiaus, who with 
two guns were strongly intrenched there. 
After marching 80 miles from the banks of 
tre Arras and 200 from Tabreez, on the 13th 
of Febraary we got up with them, aad the 
command of the attack was given to Major 
D'Arcy who directed Captain Christie & Cap. 
gein Lindsay (commanding the artiliery), with 
seven guns, supported by 2000 of the Prince's

infantry to attack in front ; while he with three 
gans and one Battalion attacked on the right 
flank, The Russian Major who. commanded 
expected anirregular attack as usual, and said 
he would send out 160 men under a Captain 
to drive the Persians off.

ont his host however, for he did not know 
there wereany English with the Prince. 

They mistook Lindsay’s Guns coming up 
at a gallop for a party of horse and commen» 
ced firing from an 18 and 4 pounderat kim 
when within 600 yards of them he opened and 
after frinz about 4 kour advanced 350 vards 
at atrot, at this moment Captain Ckristie wiih 
a few gallant fellows like himself marched inro 
the village and was followed by the Sir-baz. + 
They drove back the Russians and got posses. 
sion of a gun and half the Viliage. They how. 
ever as usual dispersed to plunder and after 
about an hour the Russians rallied and drove 
Our 
couutrymen, as first in, were last out ; and we 
kad unfortunately two Serjeaats Kiiled in the 
villace, and one woundid very early——being a 
fourthof their number. Fhe Russians followed 
them out but were soon driven back by Lind. 
say’'s grape. ° 

éé All this time Major D’Arcy was firing 
from the right, and a shot of his fortunately 
blew up oncof their Magazines. 'T'he instane 
ces of individual courage in the Persians were 
very numerous and tkey only want European 
Oiicers and discipline to make them equal to 
tae Russiaas if not better. The cannonade 
lasted 44 hours in which time the Russians had 
300 killed and 160 wouuded principally ky 
cannon shet. In the morning the remainder 
surrendered & marched 489 prisoners (among 


wiom were some of the woanded), two 
Guns and three Stand of Colours. Their 


Commanding Offcer was killed and the other 
Majeur mortally wounded, The Perwians bad 
15u killed and 360 woerded.
